copies of SI cards to field; and that SI cards be printed on blank white, 5'' x 8't cards. 

_ (Suggestion was received on 9/15/58 and a letter of thanks acknowledging it was sent 
on 9/17/58, Suggestion was referred to Domestic Intelligence Division and a thorougt 
study and detailed analysis has been made as summarized below. ) 


CURRENT PROCEDURE: SI cards kept in file drawers; geographical card (showing 
location of SI subject) is stapled to description card; 
colored tab on SI card designates a Detcom subject; three SI cards are furnished to 
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one side and reverse side printed so description of subject may be filled in the 
designated spaces thereon. 


ADVANTAGES STATED: Would not be necessary to remove SI cards from Kardex 

File except when new cards are received with changes; no 
need to’staple description card to geographical card; stapling of cards requires time 
and tends to cause SI cards to catch on to each other and damage cards; descriptions 
could be more accessible in that card would not have to be removed from index; count 
the number of SI subjects or counting by geographical “breakdown could be accomplishe

DISADVANTAGES STATED: New SI cards and Kardex Vertical holders would have

Relative ton 22254 proposal that SI cards be printed on plain white, 
5" x 8" cards, Domestic Intelligence Division opposes adoption. It is to be 
noted that SI cards are prepared with a printed list of descriptive items on the 
back of the card and such items should continue on the cards as the field office, 
when it received the initial SI card, types the descriptive data on the back of 
the card. Further, if SI card is subsequently. amended,the old card is attached 


- to the back of the new card,thus eliminating the retyping of the descriptive 


datajas it will show on the back of the SI card. It was concluded that it is of 
value to the field to have descriptive items appear on the back of the SI card.

_ 4) The system would not be workable at the Seat of

2) Security Index (SI) cards are presently set up with

3} All spaces on the IBM machine on the top line are 
currently utilized to the fullest extent and some of the 
: items encompassed in the suggestion could not b e added 
. thereto. For example, there arerot enough spaces to 
spell out the word “Detcom" as suggested. In addition, 
the suggestion does not allow spaces for such items as 
office of origin, key figure or top functionary tabbing. 


4) The suggestion proposes that the geographical Index 
card and the descriptive data and the photograph of the 
individual wt be physically attached. The geographical 
SI cardswill, be Lhe operating cards in the event of an 
emergency, that te; the ones that will be handed to 
apprehending Agents. It is definitely believed that the 
description and photograph of a subject should be 
securely attached to the SI card to which it pertains. 


5} The suggestion proposes that the alphabetical SI card 
bé prepared manually by typewriter in the field offices, 
fhis would certainly entail additional work for an 
operation that can be easily, accurately and quickly 
accomplished on the IB machine. 
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6) It is believed that the Kardex System would be 


unwiéldy in those offices having a large number of SI 
subjects. - + 


7) The suggestion does not encompass any provision 
for the geographical breakdoun of the Geographical 
Section of the SI. It does not provide for the 
breakdown dealing with Detcom subjects, the Special 
Section of the SI, or other special breakdowns, such 
as Unavailable.and Out of the Country.

8/4/58 that the Security Index. (SI) cones ines the names of individual 
members of the I. ased on information developed regarding their 
affiliation with and activities in that organization. We further ' 
advised that we would continue to conduct investigations of individual 
members and in those instances in whicn information developed warrgnted 
such action their names would be included in the SI. 

The ISL has now dissolved (approximately 9/15/58) and has merged 
with the Socialist Party - Socialist Democratic Federation (SP-SDF) 


tion. Individual’ members of the ISL were urged to join the SP-S2F, 
However, by reason of the merger of the two organizations, the Jk 
members did not automatically become members of tne SPr-S5it. Foiiowing 
this merger, instructions were sent on 10/2/58 to pertinent offices 
instructing that investigation of local branches of the ISL be closea 
out wien such branches actually dissolved and that no active investiga- 
tion be conducted of the new organization without prior Bureau authority 
ISL thformants have been instructed to join the new organization in 
efforts to determine its aims and purposes, as well as any name change 
which may result, and after the aims and purposes are ascertained and 
the organization's character has been determined, consider@ation is to

April, 1955, to measure potential dangerousness are utilized as 
guides in arriving at the correct answer to the essential question, 
"Does this individual represent a potential danger to internal 
security in the time of emergency." This determination is made 
taking into consideration all the facts developed in the individual 


case that would have bearing on a subject's potential dangerousness 


- regardless of whether the evidence developed is of a legally 


admissible nature, or is obtained from inadmissible sources or is a 
combination thereof. ‘While we make every attempt to develop legally 
admissible evidence in these cases, we do not insist that a determina- 
tion of a subject's potential dangerousness rest solely on such 
evidence. In each instance in which we add a name to the Index or 
retain a name in the Index, the case is fully reviewed to insure that 
we have proof to substantiate our belief that the individual presents 
a potential threat to the internal security. The criteria afford 
practical and workable assistance in arriving at a conclusion and are 
sufficiently elastic so that, when applied with the necessary 
judgment, the complex questions which arise can be resolved. The 
present criteria are well devised for this purpose. They were not 
intended to be nor can they or any other criteria be rigid rules 
Since the ultimate point to be determined is not whether a case

Security Investigations of Individuals 


By varicus presidential dtrectives, the initial one being in 
9/39, the Bureau is charged with the responsibility for investigation 
of individuais in the internal security field, It is the collecting

- The Subversive Control Section Streamlining Committee 
has considered SA (oC S224) suqgestion and makes the following

This suqqestion involves a problen experienced in 
the Subversive Control Section whereby the substantive case 
supervisor oftentimes receives a report and action mail 
relating to that report in separate mail runs, This situation 
prevails for tho most part, when the field submits a report 
together with a letter recommending interview of subject or 
recommending doletion of subject's name from the Security 
Index (51), and also when the field submits a report 

toqether with a Form FD-122 recommending inclusion of a 
subject's name in the SI, This situation results fron 


the fact that the Pecords Rranch, in line with its policy 


of priority handling of mail, detaches letters, airtels, 
etc., from reports and handles such independently of 
reports (current rules dictate that reports and related 
docnments ha nanor clinned together when transmitted by the 
field to the Seat of Covernrent). 


SATE UE suaqests, in substance, that this problem 
can be avoided by implementing a rule that reports and related 
action nail be stapled toqother and that the action mail show 
the report as an enclosure. In addition, in those cases whore

This matter has been discussed with the Records Branch

standpoint that action mail, such as Jetters requesting interviews, 
letters requesting deletion from the SI, and FD-122s recormending 
dnclusion in the SI, are normally detached from their related reports 
when they reach the Subversive Control Section and are handled 
separately; @.d., FD-122 is detached and sent to the Statistical 
Section for handling and copies of letters requesting interviews 
are detached -and returned to the field with stamped approval.

tho supervisor having to make notations on the transmittal 
communications as to the disposition of any enclosures.

A further objection to this suggestion lies in the fact 
that adoption thercof would effect an additional administrative 
burden on the field in that the ficid, in addition to having to 
remember another rule which would be an exception to the general 
rule of fandlinga mail, would also have to assemble reports and 
retated action mail, a8 deccribed ahove, in a special manner.

Similarly, the number of offices having security * 
delinquency of 15% or more has increased from an average of 6.5 offices 
during the six months- prior to: November, 1957, to eight offices in . 
November, and 1} offices in December, 1957. 


~Several of the Special Agents in Charge who have been at tne 

Seat of Government recently have advised me in discussions with them 
that they have found it necessary to draw men off of security work in 
their respective offices for utilization on other matters, primarily in 
the criminal field, such as the Top Hoodlum Proaram. fParticularly has 
tt been necessary to transfer to this work men who have acquired 

hrough experience in security work exceptional ability in the gathering 
of intelligence information and in the use of special and unusual 
investicgative techniques. Thus, these men have been lost to the 
security squads of the various offices. ; 
As noted tn my memorandum to you, 1/3/58, captioned "Domestic 
Intelligence Division,” we conducted a surveu tn December, 1957, throuch- 
out the Bivision of our proorams and personnel with a vtew to strean- 
lining wherever possible and to the elimination of any possible programs 
not absolutely essential to the fulfillment of our responsibilities in 
the internal security field.

Attached hereto are ten copies of a form which is being 
suggested as a top serial in Security Index cases. This form is 
self-explanatory, but briefly its purpose is to make readily F 
available the pertinent serials of the case file. 
(Note: This form is in no way intended to replace file reviews, per 
se, but is intended to be a ready reference to specific 
pertinent serials in the case file-so that the normal amount 
of time svete in searching a case file for a specific item 
can be eliminated or at least greatly pequecd.) 

Current practice or rule (include manual citation as well as facts): 
At the present time. there is no Bureau rule or provision for gu¢h a 
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ADVANTAGES OF SUGGESTION . 
The advantages of this form would .appear to be basically 
concerned with the more effioient administrative and investigative 
handling of a Security Index case as well as to reduce the time 
consumed in locating specific pertinent serials in a particular 
security case file. At the present time, cases of this type are 
becoming voluminous in number of serials and volumes in many Bureau 
Field Divisions. In the Seattle Office, for example, it is esti- 
mated that the average Security Index case is approximately six 
volumes, with some cases containing as many as fifteen to twenty

Erfective 
4mmediately when making such approaches if the {individuals have been 
members of a basic revolutionary organization and indicate they might 
cooperate they may pe questioned during the initial contact about 
their own activities in order to further ascertain the extent to 
which they will cooperate. — 


Also in conducting interviews under this program if more 
than one contact 1s necessary to determine the individuals' degree 
of cooperation, such recontacts may be made upon the original 
authorizations, No attempt should be made to develop such individ- 
vals as informants or to direct thelr activities as potential 
informants until the investigation required by Section 107 of the 
Manual of Instructions has been conducted and Bureau authority 
obtained. .
